ington church and devoted his time to 
editorial work, preaching and lectur* 
Ing. 
The passing years served to in­ 
crease i.if fame, and an announcement 
that he wee going to preach always 
attract e l a large audience. 
Dr. Talm a--© was a voluminous wri­ 
ter on religious subjects. 
He was the 
author of a number of lectures, and 
his sermons have been published in 30 
volumes. 
Among the better known of 
his works were 
“From Manger to 
Throne,” "Sparks from 
My Anvil,” 
"Crumbs Swept Up.” 
"Sports That 
K ill,” “Night Sides of City Life,” “The 
Poetry of Life” and “Old W ells Dug 
Out.” 
It is estimated that for many 
years his royalties 
netted him the 
princely Income of $20,000 a year.

The funeral will take place at 4 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon from the 
Church of the Covenant. The services 
will he very simple. 
Tuere will be no 
funeral sermon, but short addresses 
concerning the life and works of Dr. 
T alm ag e will be made by men who 
have been intimately associated with 
him. 
At 9 o'clock Wednesday morn­ 
ing the interment will take place In 
the family lot at Greenwood cemetery, 
Brooklyn. 
Silent tribute to the memory of Dr. 
Talmage was paid Sunday by thou­ 
sands of people who walked past the 
residence on M assachusetts avenue, 
when* the visit of death was marked 
by a cluster of violets tied with a 
streamer of black hanging at the right 
of the entrance. 
Me sages of sympa­ 
thy from nearly every state In the 
Union and from England, Russia and 
other European countries have come 
to the family.

Messengers passed between them and 
Sir Michael Hlcks-Beach at his resi- 
I dence. 
In the afternoon Mr. Chamber- 
lain drove to Buckingham palace and 
remained with King Edward for two 
hours. 
During the afternoon messen­ 
gers carried dispatches from the for­ 
eign office to Lord Salisbury, who with 
Mr. Balfour, the government leader in 
the house of commons, was at Hatfield 
House.

W ashington, April 14.—The leaders 
of the house expect to see the Cuban 
reciprocity bill passed by the present 
week, but they admit that the debate 
may be prolonged so that the final vote 
will not be reached until next week. 
Proceeding as the debate is without a 
rule it can be drawn out practically 
as long as anybody desires to speak, 
but the leaders believe the general 
debate will exhaust itself by Thursday 
at the latest. 
When the measure is 
thrown open for amendment under the 
flve-minute rule a great 
number of 
amendments will be offered by the 
Democrats with a view to opening up 
a way for amending the schedules of 
the Dingley tariff law. 
It is known in 
advance that all such amendments will 
be held to be not germane to the bill, 
whose title provides for reciprocity 
with Cuba, and that only amendments 
raising or lowering the amount of the 
proposed concession will be held to be 
In order.

Brussels. April 14.—The bloody re­ 
pression of the disorders of Saturday 
evening has created a painful Impres­ 
sion among ail classes here, although 
It is appreciated that the majority of 
the victims of the encounters do not 
belong to the better class of workmen. 
This was the first time the police 
really fired their rifles loaded with ball 
cartridges. 
Previous to this they had 
used their swords and their revolvers, 
the latter being usually loaded with 
blank cartridges. 
Saturday’s rioters 
were composed of the dregs of the 
population, with a sprinkling of what 
is called the young socialist guard, 
composed of mere boys with little re­ 
gard for the orders of M. Van der 
Velde, a member of the chamber of 
deputies and the leader of the social­ 
ist movement in Belgium and the so­ 
cialist committee 
Three were killed 
and many wounded. 
Among the in­ 
jured are many imprudent spectators 
of the rioting who were caught be­ 
tween two fires, as the gendarmes fre­ 
quently 
combined 
their 
movements 
and charged the mob front and rear 
at the same time. 
The threatening aspect of a mob 
near the 
Maison 
du 
Peuple 
at l l 
o'clock Sunday night caused the po­ 
lice and gendarmes to charge it. 
Five 
of the demonstrators were wounded. 
One of the injured men will die. 
He 
received a bayonet thrust in the back. 
Sixteen arrests were made during the 
evening.

Dr. Talmage was beyond a doubt 
the most popular preacher America 
has produced. When he had a church 
his congregations were as enormous 
as those of Henry Ward Beecher, and 
be at the same time addressed another 
congregation of millions through the 
newspapers. 
For many years his ser­ 
mons were preached both from the 
pulpit and through the newspapers, 
but after he gave up his pulpit in 
Washington the great divine spoke to 
his flock wholly through the public 
press, and there was hardly a town in 
the United States where his sermon 
in the daily or weekly newspaper was 
not eagerly awaited by scores of peo­ 
ple. 
It is probably no exaggeration 
to state that his sermon was read each 
week by several millions of people. It 
appeared in at least six languages, 
and the combined circulations of the 
newspapers printing his sermons were 
estimated at 30,000,000. 
Dr. Talmage was born in Bound 
Brook, Som erset county, N. J., Jan. 7, j 
1832. 
His home was a small farm, 
and he was the youngest son of a 
family of 12 children. 
His parents 
were deeply religious people, and their 
greatest desire was to see some of 
their sons enter the ministry. 
Their 
hopes were fulfilled, for the eldest 
brother at the close of his college life 
went to China as a missionary, while 
another became a m in'ster. 
Dr. Tal­ 
mage himself entered law. but his par­ 
ents never ceased to hops that he 
would eventually follow in the foot­ 
steps of his brothers. 
In 1853 he gave 
up legal practice and went to the col­ 
lege at New Brunswick to prepare for 
the ministry. 
His first charge was at Belleville, 
N. J., where he spent three years, He 
then accepted a call to a church at 
Syracuse, N. Y.f and remained there 
until 1862, when .he accepted a pas 
torate In Phlladefphla. This gave him

April 14.—The issues 
are fairly joined between the lieuten­ 
ant general and the secretary of war. 
The troubles which began long ago 
'under the Cleveland 
administration 
have Anally reached so critical a stage 
that the compulsory 
retirem ent of 
General Miles at an early date is an 
open secret and is not denied at the 
W hite House. 
If he should go out 
before General Brooke is retired, Gen­ 
eral Brooke, who Is General Miles’ 
senior both in service and in age. and 
who 
did 
gallant 
and 
distinguished 
work as a volunteer in the civil war, 
would undoubtedly be put in bis place 
as lieutenant general, as it is known 
that the administration has been very 
desirous 
of 
recognizing 
General 
Brooke’s long and faithful service. 
General Brooke during the civil war 
rendered equally meritorious service 
with General M iles; General Brooke 
was the first to obtain a commission 
and throughout the civil war he re­ 
tained his advantage, ending the war 
as General Miles’ senior. 
After peace 
came 
General Miles was promoted 
over General Brooke’s head. 
As Gen­ 
eral Brooke will necessarily hold the 
position but a brief period before his 
retirem ent for age.

1900 Corn for Seed. 
We reproduce the article below, 
from the Orange Judd Farmer regard­ 
ing-seed corn which will certainly be 
of much interest to the farmers geu- 
ally:

ing a careful tes'. of seed corn. The 
crop matured poorly last year. The 
cold weather of December came on 
before the Kernels were thoroughly 
dried out. and as a result many of the 
germs were killed. 
Tests already 
made by experiment stations and in­ 
dividual farmers indicate &□ exceed- 
I ingly low vitality. 
If this seed is 
; careless! v planted, the loss to the corn­ 
bell farmers will be incalculable. The 
only safe plan is for each farmer to 
test his own seed. 
This is easily done 
and is very important. Old corn from 
the crop of 1900 may be [much better 
than that from last year’s crop.

need feel the least alarm thereat, there 
being no such offense known in crimi­ 
nal law as such a trespass, and a per­ 
son could never be prosecuted for such 
an offense. They are, In fact, in the 
words of that eminent Jurist, Sir Fred­ 
erick Pollock, in his well known work, 
“Pollock on Torts,” a “wooden false­ 
hood.”' 
It is a common fallacy to imagine 
that the crime of forgery consists in 
signing another's name, though in fact 
committing forgery consists in making 
and uttering any false Instrument in 
writing with attempt to defraud; thus 
it may be a forgery to omit a word 
from a document, and it will be a mat­ 
ter of considerable surprise to many to 
learn that It is possible for a person to 
forge his or her own name. A person, 
however, who fraudulently inserts an­ 
other’s name on a picture, thereby sell­ 
ing it as the work of some other artist, 
is not guilty of forgery, as a picture IS 
not an “instrument in writing.” 
The crime of perjury also does not 
quite “fit in” with the generally ac­ 
cepted idea, which is that if a person, 
after being sworn on oath to speak tile 
truth, swears falsely, he is guilty of 
such offense. This is correct with the 
important qualification that the fact 
the witness has sworn to must be ma­ 
terial to the case. Thus, if a witness 
on being duly sworn gave a false ad­ 
dress on being asked where he lived, 
this, though untrue, would not amount 
to perjury, as the place where the wit­ 
ness lived would be quite immaterial. 
That a person may be guilty of per­ 
jury though speaking the truth may 
seem a curious anomaly, but such nev­ 
ertheless is the fact, as the test of per­ 
jury is not whether a person is speak­ 
ing what he believes to be the truth; 
so, if a witness, for instance, on being j 
asked, “What colored tie was the pris­ 
oner wearing when you met him?” re­ 
plied “red,” when in fact be did not 
really notice, he would be guilty of 
perjury, even though the prisoner was j 
in reality wearing a red tie when the 
witness met him. 
Numerous other instances of crimes 
which present similar curious points to 
the above might be given, and, in pass- j 
Jug, persons taking out insurance* 
against burglary might note that this 
crime can only be committed between 
the hours of 9 p. rn. and 6 a. rn.; that 
breaking into a house by means of an , 
open door or window is not burglary, 
although entering a house by sliding 
down the chimney is. 
We must not conclude this article 
without a short reference to a compar­ 
atively recent case in which a man not 
possessing the means to pay entered a 
restaurant, where he ordered and ate a 
jgood dinner. As, however, he was un­ 
able to pay for tile same he was giveu 
In charge and subsequently Indicted 
for “obtaining goods by false pre­ 
tenses.” The case resulted in the pris­ 
oner’s acquittal on the ground that he 
had not been guilty of any false pre­ 
tenses.

So far as any danger from the game 
is concerned, fresh water fishing ha* 
always been looked upon as about as 
gafe as any sport in the world, and the 
fresh water fish iias gout- on record as 
harmless and nonresistant.

are instances now and then when the 
fish turns the tables. The inhabitants 
of Osceola county, Mich., who live In 
the neighborhood of Lake George, an 
inland water about three miles long, 
are almost superstitiously afraid of a 
certain fish that inhabits that lake. Ne 
one knows what sort of fish it is, and 
opinion locally is divided as to whether 
it Is a giant muskellunge or a stur­ 
geon. 
Spearing parties had now and then 
reported seeing a very large fish with­ 
out being able to strike it, but no one 
gave credence to the tales until one 
night several years ago, when a party 
of sportsmen from Chicago went on the 
lake spearing in charge of an old resi­ 
dent named Armstrong.

He said the 
party was spearing in shallow wmter 
when they saw an enormous fish that 
resembled nu overgrown pickerel. Two > 
cf the Chicago men wero standing it. 
the bow, aud at first supposed the fish 
to be a log. Then one saw bis mistake 
and struck with all his might. The fish 
gave a dart that made the boat Jump 
os though a steam engine were pulling 
It If the man had let go of the spear, 
all would have been well, but he bung 
on, and the fish gave a mighty flop to 
right angles with the boat. The man 
still held to the spear, with the result 
j that the boat capsized, aud Hie men 
found themselves standing In mud ami 
water up to their waists. 
The light went out wHen the boat up­ 
set, and. the night being dark and 
cloudy, not one of tile party bad any 
Idea of the direction to lie pursued in 
reaching shore The shallow water oc­ 
cupies a larg*> part of tile lake, and 
they could wander in any direction 
without being able to tell whether or 
not they were nearing shore.

kept on and fell upon the shore. Then 
on hands aud knees he crawled to 
camp aud gave the alarm. Search wa* 
at once made for his companions, and 
their bodies were recovered. Since that 
time the big fish with a scar on bis 
hack lias twice or thrice been seen b} 
spearing parties, but they have passed 
It by.
